Radio and the automobile have been 
combined by the D etroit police d ep a rt­ 
ment into effective means of chasing 
and capturing bandits. 
Three Lincoln touring cars, specially 
equipped for the work, patrol D etro it’s 
streets twenty-four hours a day ready 
to respond to the radio alarm as it is 
broad cast from police headquarters. 
Each ear carries besides the driver, 
a detective lieutenant and two plain 
clothes men. 
'rile receiving set, with 
loud speaker attachm ent, is in con 
stunt communication with h ead q u ar­ 
ters, receiving all reports as fast as 
they come in to the police. 
It was only a few nights a fte r the 
new police flyers had berlin patrol 
duties when a drug store hold-up was 
reported. 
W ithin a moment the silent 
cull was going out over the city from 
the 
police 
broad-casting station. 
It 
was picked up by one of the flyers and 
thirteen minutes after the robbery bad 
been committee!! the two robbers had 
been run down and captured, their car! 
seized and the stolen money recovered. 
In selecting a car for the ard u o u s 
duties which the flyers are called upon 
to perform, officials of the police de­ 
partment decided upon tin* Lincoln a s 
affording the best perform ance an d 
highest speed. 
Specifications for the cars r e q u i r e 
ti speed of seventy-five miles an hour, 
and in tests held just before delivery 
was made all the cars did better th an 
eight.v 
miles

hour. 
sjMiHlometers 
reading eighty-three and

miles an hour. 
The radio aerial is placed iii the top 
of the c;ir bet ween the inner and outer 
linings with the lead wire coming down 
at the rear above the back seat. 
The 
radio set is fitted into a sj»eeinl com­ 
partm ent in the back of the front seat 
at the top and is set in constant tune 
with the police broad-casting station. 
A loud speaker is used sn that all the 
officers in the ear may bear reports 
from headquarters, thus affording a 
greater assurance ot messages tieing 
correct Iv 
received.
